Egyptians and Israelis 
confident about treaty

WASHINGTON. — U.S.. Israeli and

‘The High Court of Justice on Tues- 
day ordered the Defence Minister 
and the military governor of the 
West Bank to show cause within 60 
days why settlers and soldiers at 
Nahal Ro'l and other settlements 
should not be ordered to cease 
hindering the owners of the’ land 
from cultivating it.

On Monday, State Attorney 
Gavriel Bach told the court that the 
army had expropriated the land for 
security reasons, and had set up 
electronic detection devices on it, 
since the area was one of the main 
terrorist infiltration trails from 
across the Jordan.

Civil servants may strike 
to get postmen’s pay rise -

TEL AVIV. — A new danger of a 
civil! service strike developed on 
Tuesday when Haim Bernstein, 
secretary of the Civil Servants 
Union, threatened that his union will 
take action if all government 
employees do not receive the 7 per 
cent increase promised the postal 

workers. 

This comes after another threat to 
civil service labour relations was 
averted, at least temporarily, 
on Monday by the Civil Service 
Commissioner's agreement to begin 
negotiations with the Bistadrut to- 
day on a framework agreement.for 
all government employees. 

The 7 per cent retroactive increase 
promised to the striking postal 
workers has created a dilemma for 
the government. The workers will 
not accept the government's 


proposal that the increase cover only 
the period until March 1978. If the 
workers demand that’ the increase 
become part of -thefr collective 
agreement, ie., part of their salary 
even after April 1978, the telecom- 
munications workers threaten to 
resume their strike and the civil ser- 
vants have now added their strike 
threat.

Trade deficit rises to $1, 546m. 


Jerusalem Post Beporter 

Israel's trade deficit in the first 
half of 1978 was $1,546m., compared 
with $1,243m. in the first six months 
of 1977, according to data released on 
Tuesday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 5 

The increase in the trade gap was 
mostly the result of a $391m. rise in 
defence imports and an Increase of 
$73m. in civilian importa. These in- 
creases were partly offset by a 
decline of $161m. in the trade deficit 
of services. 


Exports in January-June 
amounted to $3,231m., and covered 
68 per cent of the Imports of $4,777m. 
The relation between imports and 

was about the same aa last 
year. Unilateral transfers from ali 
sources rose from $908m. in 
January-June last year to $1,082m. 
in the first half of 1978." 


The so-called ‘civilian trade gap,” 
1.6. excluding direct defence im- 
ports, fell from $778m. in the first 
half of 1977 to $690m. this year. The 
improvement, however, was only in 
the services account. Imports of 
goods increased by 19 per cent, to 
$412m., and although exports grew 
at a slightly more rapid rate, of 21 
per cent to $339m., the absolute 


difference between the two in- 
creased by $73m. Direct defence im- 
ports in the first half of 1978 
amounted to $856m. - not far short 
of the $942m. for the whole of 1977. 

Most of the Improvement in the 
services account is due to higher 
recorded Income from tourism, as 
recorded by the banks. The increase 
in these revenues in the first six 
months of 1978 waa 53 per cent. But 
most of this increase is probably 
more apparent than real, because 
the currency liberalization of last 
October caused tourists to convert 
their foreign exchange through the 
banks. Formerly, large amounts 
were apparently converted unof- 


. ficially. 


73 per cent of the trade deficit — 
about the same proportion as last 
year — was covered by unilateral 
transfers, and more than half of 
these were accounted for by larger 
transfers of U.S. aid to pay for the 
higher defence imports. Private 
capital transfers covered the rest of 
the trade deficit. and grew by 47 per 
cent, compared with the first half of 
1977. The increase is.probably most- 
ly the result of the liberalization of 
eurrency contro! and, fike the in- 
come from tourism, may be more 
apparent than real. 


More Arab labourers hired in September 


An increase in the number of 
workers from the territories 
employed by the labour exchanges 
took place in September according to 
ἃ government report. The total 
number of workers employed reach- 
ed 50,025, compared to 47,751 at the 
end of August. Among the labourers, 


including 7,242 in the Jerusalem 
area, there were 14,836 construction 
workers, 19,219 factory workers, 9,- 
928 service workers and 6,037 farm 
workers. Since January of this year 
there has been an increase of 5,000 in 
the number of factory workers from 
the territories.

SALISBURY. — The government 
held out to millions of black 
Rhodesians yesterday a prospect for 
the first time of living alongside 
whites, sharing hospital wards with 
whites and sitting at school desks 
beside whites — if they can pay for 
it. 

‘Measures announced by the coun- 
try's biracial transitional govern- 
ment pledged to the country’s 6.8 


* million blacks that all racial dis- 


crimination will be removed, at a 
price. Providing the moves are 
accepted by the white electorate ina 
referendum. and conditional on ap- 
proval by the white-dominated 
parliament — seen here as a formali- 
ty — residential areas, schools end 
medical facilities will be open to peo- 
ple of all races who have the cash to 
pay for them. 

The announcement came during 
Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith's visit 
to Washington, where he has so far 
failed to gain U.S. administration 
support for the transitional govern- 
ment. 

Theoretically, the government 
promised yesterday an end to ail 
racial discrimination, but, as ἃ white 


government minister admitted, 
monetary discrimination will take 
its place. Many blacks pondering the 
proposals in newspapers yesterday, 
were wondering if, in fact, anything 
much could change. 


“This is a good thing, but it will 
only affect a few peopie," said one 
black middle-class office worker. 
“How many Africans can afford to 
go to Andrew Fleming?" Andrew 
Fleming is the country's top hospital 
for whites, In Rhodesia, whites earn 
an average of 6,000 Rhodesian 
dollars (U:S.$8,800) a year, while the 
average black takes home U.5.$588 2. 
year. A broken wrist costs about 150 
Rhodesian dollars to repair at An- 
drew Fleming — three months” 
wages for ἃ black. 


Asked at a news conference if 
economic separation would not 
replace racial discrimination, white 
joint health and education minister 
Rowan Cronje said: “Monetary dis- 
crimination is part and parcel of 
every single country in the world 
outside the iron curtain. Travel the 
rest of Africa and you see It applying 
day by day." 


Cronje conceded the scheme wasa 
compromise between black 
aspirations and white determination 
to secure an assured future in a 


. black-ruled Zimbabwe. — 


At the forefront of white fears, 
Cronje said, was ‘that Rhodesia’s 
education facilities might 
“collapse” if blacks were: allowed 
unrestricted entry to white schools. 
. Τὸ guard against this, he outlined 
plans to raise fees at white state 
schools, to insist on property 
ownership or leasing in white areaz 
serving 
— thus barring the children of 
thousands of living-in domestic ser- 


vants — and on minimal education- 


requirements, such as the ability to 
speak good English. . 

Community schools, which could 
insist on ‘cultural and religious 
identity,’" would also be permitted,. 
he said. 

The government also pledged tc 
repeal the Land Tenure Act, 
hated by blacks because it divided 
the country into white- and black- 
only regions, and maintained the ex- 
clusivity of white dormitory areas. - 


SA agrees to give Zambia use of port 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — South 
Africa announced on Tuesday it has 
agreed to allow Zambia to use the 
port of East London for its imports 
and exports. 

Mozambique and Tanzania, 
meanwhile, charged that Zambia 
has only Itself to blame for the con- 
gestion of Zambian goods in their 
respective ports of Maputo and Dar 
es Salaam. They said facilities at 
their ports are excellent. 

Last Friday, Zambian President 
Kenneth Kaunda announced he was- 
reopening Zambia's trade route to 
the south through Rhodesia and 
South Africa, lifting the five-year 
closure of the border with Rhodesia. 

Kaunda's decision apparently has 
caused a split in the five front-line 
states — Zambia, Tanzania, Mozam- 
bique, Botswana and Angola — sup- 
porting black nationalist movements 
fighting to control Rhodesia. 


The general manager of South 
African Railways (SAR), Kobus 
Loubscher, making an announce- 
ment after three days of talks with 
Zambian railway officials, said the 
SA4R will be aiding Zambia on two 
routes. 


The first route — from Maputo via 
Mafeking, South Africa, to Fran- 
cistown, Botswana, and on into 
Rhodesia via Bulawayo to Victoria 
Falls — will be used for some fer- 
tillzer and the bulk of other Zambian 
imports and exports from Mosam- 
bican ports. 


The second route agreed upon by 
the two railways, with South Africa 
acting as an agent for Rhodesia 

will be used to move the bulk 
of Zambia's fertilizer imports, while 
the cars will return over the same 
route carrying Zambian copper for 
export, an SAR spokesman said.

PRETORIA (UPI). — Balthazar 
John Vorster, who led South Africa 
through some of. its most turbulent 
recent history, was sworn in as state 
president on Tuesday and asked the 
world to cooperate with his 
successor, Premier Pieter W. Botha. 

Vorster resigned September 20 
because of ill-health after ruling the 
country continuously for 12 years. 

The post of state president is Jarge- 
ly ceremonial. 

After the formal inauguration 
ceremony in the Groote Kerk 
(Great Church) the 63-year oid 
Vorster, wearing a top hat and the 
blue satin sash of his new office, ad- 
dressed about 11.000 people seated 
and standing in Church Square. - 

Among the 400 invited guests, 
cabinet ministers.and diplomats 
were a number of black leaders.

EGYPTIAN teachers, engineers, 
lawyers and doctors form the 
backbone of the professional com- 
munities in Libya, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf states. They 
have been attracted by high salaries, 
offers five to ten times what an 
Egyptian gets paid at home. 

The developing countries in the 
Middle East cannot progress without 
them, for they are ‘‘mediators 


between Western technology and” 


Arab requirements."" Egypt “has 
long set the lines of regional policy, 
shaping ideological debates and ser- 
ving as the hub of communication 
throughout the Arab world. 

Nevertheless, the Egyptians are 
viewed with suspicion by the host 
governments, lest their cultural and 
technological activities are used to 
spread political domination —~ as 
was at times tried by Nasser. 

Some aspects of the problem are 
digcussed. by Naxli Choueri, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, in a paper he delivered 
last year at a meeting of the 
American Political Society, and 
which is now available at the 
American Library in Tel Aviv. 
Though tangible data are notoriously 
lacking on many vital issues in- 
volved, and those quoted by Choucri

‘Until the removal of foreign 
currency ions in October 


1977, this diagnosis was unam- 
Wguous. Since then, ἃ new rationale 
for slow monetary growth has 
“entered the scene, and one with at 
least some sign of plausibility. 

’ The increase in Patam accounta — 
‘realdents' foreign currenev accounts 
in Israeli banks — since October 1977 
is widely regarded as a supplement 
[0 the Israeli pound money stock. 
‘The two together might then be suf- 
ficient, and possibly more than suf- 
ficient, to sustain economic 
recovery. This, however, would only 
be true ff the increase in Patam ac- 
counts was the result of a net switch 
from Israel pound cash balances (IL 
Money) into foreign currency ac- 
counts (i.e, a reduction in IL. money 
demanded for a given level of GNP). 

Theoretically, that element of 
faster in Patam accounts 
following the foreign currency 
reform of October 1977 which was 


‘caused by private sector portfolio 


shifts from other non-money assets, 
such as linked bonds or savings 
schemes or based upon an increase 
in Habilittes, hag not significant 
monetary implications. Such a shift 
means simply that firms or people 
prefer, now that it is permitted, to 
hold some interest-earning Patam, 
which also appreciates in terms of 
Israeli pounds, in preference to 
Tsraeli-pound assets that yield 
similar earnings. 

It is intereating to note, in passing, 
that such portfolio switches are not 
neutral with respect to an important 
source of money oxen creation — govern- 
iment monetary Infusion. For exam- 
ple. a switch from Israeli-pound 
bonds to Patam tends to increase in- 
fusion because it reduces govern- 
ment revenue from the sale of bonds 
and because it motivates the Bank of 
Israel to support bond prices by buy- 
ing them in the open market and thus 
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Injecting cash into the economy. 

Thus, while a switch from near- 
money assets to Patam (net of 
Uabiities) has Uttle significance, 
switches fram money balances 
themselves to Patam would have, 
because they would reduce the 
Israeli pound money stock. A first 
look at the facts suggests that at 
Teast most of the faster growth of 
Patam in the first half of 1978 
(relative to trends before October 
1977) can be accounted for by falls in 
the trend of growth of the two basic 
non-money forms of assets —- Israel 
pound (IL) securities and savings 
schemes. 

Both IL securities and savinga 
schemes slowed their nominal 
growth sharply during the first five 
or six months of 1978. For short-term 
deposits, the continuation of 1977 
growth trends would give a 1978 
nominal growth of about IL1.95b., 
while actual growth was about 
1L0.9b. up to May, estimated on an 
annual basis. Similarly, savings 
schemes would have grown by 
1L22.3b., on an annual basis, if the 
1977 trends had continued. Actual 
growth, through May. was at an an- 
nual rate of IL6.4b. And the annual 
growth of IL securities, net of 


᾿ redemptions, would have come to 


IL13.5b. in 1978, at 1977 trends and 
with 1978 prices, while actual growth 
through June was only at a IL4.2b. 
amual rate. 


SUMMING. UP the growth items 
noted here, and avoiding double 
counting the 85 per cent of the 
savings schemes revenues used by 
banks to: purchase bonds, we find 
that they were roughly IL4.75b. 
below their real 1977 level in the first 
half of 1978. As against this, Patam 
deposits grew in the same period by 
about IL8.2b., or by about IL6b. 
more than their trend growth during 
1977, up to the currency reform. 
Thus it appears that, at least during 
the first half of 1978, a portfolio shift 
from IL securities and savings 
schemes accounts for most of the 
faster growth of Patam. 

Although these estimates are stil) 
very rough (a better estimate re- 
quires full balance sheet data for the 
private sector, which is not 
available), they suggest that we can- 
not count upon the fast of

A four 
per cent fall in the IL. money stock, in 
real terms (the trend up to mid year,

becomes necessary to increase other 
monetary sources under the control 
of the Bank of Israel, such as direct 
credit, or by reducing the reserve 
ratios of the commercial banks. 
While there is a reasonable chance 
that this would be done, in view of 
the past record, it is just as well to 
state the need clearly. 


WE MAY NOW TURN to the ques- 
tion of whether a return to normal 
growth can be achieved at the same 
time that Inflation is reduced, or 
whether it must be postponed for 
another few years for the sake of rid- 
ding ourselves of the plague of infla- 
tion. This, in tact, seems to be the 
opinion of Deputy Finance Minister 
Yehezkel Momin. It would be ironic 
indeed if, after first forgoing normal 
growth for three to four years. in 
order to ease our payments problem, 
we now had to forgo it for another 
long stretch in order to eliminate in- 
flation. 

But Jet us look at the probabilities. 
Tf a cut of money infusion by 25 per 
cent, from IL12b. to IL9b., is per- 
mitted to cut money growth by 
anything like the same absolute 
amount, or by 40 per cent (from 
IL8b, to ILS5b.), and thus'ta produce 
the sharp recession of real demand 
growth described above, the es- 
timate that inflation may be reduced 
by five per cent may not be too far 
off.

To that effect, we must first of all 
avoid any indirect tax (Le. VAT, 
purchase tax, customs) increazes 
and better still, reduce some indirect 
‘taxes and substitute more direct tax- 
es. If subsidies are cut, positive in- 
direct taxes should be cut too. The 
difference in revenue could be made 
up either by higher income taxes, or 
better collection, or the linkage of in- 
vestment loans. 


WAGE PUSH is an even more cen- 
tral concern. Ideally wages should 
not be linked to the consumer price 
index, but to something like the im- 
plicit GNP price increase, plus 
productivity growth. This would per- 
mit real devaluations to occur, if 
needed for external balance, without 
boosting the rate of ‘internal’ infla- 
tion (i.e. the price level of domestic 
product — the GNP deflator). 

‘The present linkage of wages to 70 
per cent of the rise In the consumer 
price index overstates the probable 
gap between the latter and the GNP 
price level. But in practice nominal 
wages rise via indexation plus 


negotiated wage increases. by at. 


least the entire rise of the consumer 
price index, plus productivity in- 
creases. A practical incomes policy 
would at least seek to keep the total 
nominal wage rise below this level in 
ἃ year, such as the present one, in 
which the average devaluation is 
clearly greater than domestic infla- 
tion (1.6. in which some rea) devalua- 
don is clearly taking place). 


The problem is, essentially, to 
decide how steep a decline in the 
cost-push component of inflation we 
want to aim for, and to maintain a 
‘consistent wage and tax policy to 
bring about the desired downtrend. 
‘A steeper fall of inflation than that 
described above is entirely feasible 
via a one-time agreed reduction of 
nominal wage linkage, if the govern- 
ment can establish greater trust that 
real wages will not suffer (which 
they need not). No doubt, the steeper 
the target, the greater the risk that 
unexpected or uncontrolled factors 
may belie the promise in the short 
run. But it is certain that, by atr 
agreed one-time cut in total wage 
linkage, inflation can be cut sharply 
without harm to the trend of real 
wages over a year or two. This was 
done, just to cite two notable ex- 
amples, in the U.N. and in Japan. 


AN ELEMENT of uncertainty is 
provided by the demand component 
of our problem. As real demand 
recovers, the demand for imports 
also rises — at first, even somewhat 
disproportionately. At the same 
time, capital imports, which are at- 
tracted by . tend to lag until 
existing excess capacity is reduced. 
This tends to put some upward 
pressure on the exchange rate, and 
hence on import costs and inflation.

This is apparently happening right 
now. The government can and 
should help to compensate for this 
lag by temporarily taking additional 
foreign loans. This effect will not 
Persist for more than a couplg,of 
years, after which capital Import 
Browth may well permit continued 
normal GNP growth with little or no 
rine in the real exchange rate. 

In addition to this, demand 
recovery gives at least some ad- 
ditional stimulus to domestic infla- 
tion. The supply of some goods, at 
least, cannot be expanded promptly 
to natisly the additional demand, so 
that their prices will rise while other 
prices and wages tend to remain 
rigid in the downward direction. So 
long, however. as there exists a 
large gap in general between actual 
and potential output. this effect is 
Ukely to be marginal, and a price 
well worth paying for real economic 
recovery. 

- This can be more concretely il- 

- Justrated by a consideration of the 
factors behind the price rises in the 
first half of 1978. In these six months, 
the consumer price index rose by 3.1 
per cent a month versus 2.8 per cent 
&@ month in January-October 1977. 

This difference is more than ex- 
plained by the much higher rise in, 
the cost of housing in 1978 — 4.7 per 
cent as against 1.7 per cent a month 
in 1977. "This was a clearly demand- 
Induced rise, and translates Into a 0.5: . 
per cent greater monthly rise in the 
fencral price index. ἐᾷ 

Thus, despite recent fears, the - 
accelerated rise of real domestic de- 
mand this year has not produced a 
striking rige in the current rate of in- 
flation,. The real danger lies in an_ 
outbreak on the wage front. induced: 
by the excessively steep devaluation. 
and tax increases of October 1977. - 


TO CONCLUDE: a steady and fairly 
rapid reduction in price inflation — 
without sacrificing growth recovery 
— is entirely possible, but it will re- 
quire steady, consistent and convin- ἡ 
cing economic leadership to bring it 
about, 

The main ingredients of a policy to ' 
attain these two goals would be" 
restraint or reduction of net indirect’: 
taxes, restraint of the “recovery” | 
rise of the exchange rate through δα". 
ditional capital imports, and. 
nominal wage restraint. It goes. 
without saying that real money. 
growth should be kept in line with a 
reasonable rate of real GNP 
recovery, not far above it. 

Even tf no extraordinary’ 
achievements along these lines are 
managed, auch as halving the infla- | 
tion rate in a single year, it is to be . 
hoped that the authorities wi!) at 
least avoid going in the opposite 
direction on any of these points, as 
they have frequently done during the 
past several years, and will at least 
allow inflation to subside gradually.-

IN WASHINGTON today representatives of Israel, Egypt and 
the U.S. are to launch discussions on filling out the 
“framework" of the Egyptian-Iaraeli peace pact drawn up at 


Camp David. 


At the moment the prospects augur well not only for a 
successful but for an early conclusion to the talks. 

‘This was in large measure guaranteed the moment Israel con- 
sented to the withdrawal of its military and civilian presence in ἢ 


Sinai. To be sure, this was to be in return for Eeyot' 


ἢ under- 


taking to estabilsh fully normal relations, complete with 
freedom of passage to Israeli vessels through the Suez Canal 
and the Straits of Tiran, as well as reciprocal security 
arrangements involving the limitation of armaments. 

Problems remain, of course, and there are some whose solu- 
tion may He outside Washington. 

As Foreign Minister Dayan reminded the General Assembly, 
in his address in the general debate on Monday, the Camp David 
accord calls for the stationing of UN forces at Sharm e-Sheikh 
and in a buffer zone astride the frontier in the south. Unlike the 
late and lamentable UNEF, whose peremptory removal by 
Gamal Abdel] Nasser in May 1967 triggered the Six-Day War, 
these troops could only be ousted by 2 vote of the Security Coun- 


cil. 


But they would have to be installed by that same vote first, 
and thereby hangs a question mark. For such a decision would 
inevitably depend on the attitude of the Soviet Union, one of the 
five permanent members of the Council. 

No less important, the progress of the negotiations may be 
held up if it is made contingent on the auspicious start of talks 
about the future of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip; let alone 
on an Israeli commitment to a line of conduct favoured by the 


U.S. in the Lebanese conflict. 


That danger, it may be hoped, has been averted through the 
meeting between Mr. Dayan and Mr. Weizman, and Mr. Carter 


on Tuesday. 


So much for the short run. In the long run, however, it must be 
apparent that implementation of the peace agreement with 
. Egypt will be influenced, in no mean degree, by the direction of 
* negotiations on the future of the West Bank and Gaza. 
: Speaking to the General Assembly, Mr. Dayan set out Israel's 
- twin irreducible conditions for a Palestinian solution: a deploy- 
: ment of Israeli forces in the West Bank that would help protect 
- Israel itself, and a recognition of the right of Jews to settle and 
live in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 
In so doing the Foreign Minister may have come close ta 
: defining what amounta to — if that outworn cliche ἰδ still per- 
mitted — a national consensus. But the definition is somewhat 


lacking in precision, and it gives 


ground for uncertainty. 


_ Με, Dayan placed the right of settlement ahead of the con- 
- gideration of security, and that need not have been accidental, 
: Yet settlement to what. purpose? 


Granted, the old Jordanian law barring Jews, as Jews, from . 


settling in the West Bank, is an abomination, and cannot be 
reconciled with any notion of a genuine peace. But the underly- 
- dng issue here is not, after all, whether Jews should be.entitled ta 
. settle and live in Judea and Samaria, even though they are ''the 
heart of our homeland," but whether these areas, or parts of 
them, should be within Israel's domain. - 
It need hardly he repeated that very few Jews would care to 
take advantage of the right, or even the practical possibility, of . 
living in the heart of the homeland that is not organically 


related to Israel's body politic. 


The way to a solution wag pointed out by Mr. Dayan himself, 
towards the end of his speech to the General Assembly. There he 
recalled that under Security Council Resolution 242 ‘the final 
borders must be negotiated bilaterally among the states con- 
cerned." That is what must, sooner or later, be done in the east 
with Jordan, as it has already been done in the south with 
Egypt. Once this is done it should indeed be possible, in Mr. 
Dayan's words, ‘for Jews and Arabs to live together in equality, 


trust, and mutual respect."

SPRAY AREAS .

Sir, — There must be something 
wrong with the Wim Van Leer's 
figures for the crop-dusted areds 
(“Derlug young men in their flying 
machines" --- September 22). Since 
our total cultivated area just ex- 
ceeda 4 million dunams, it seems 
quite an achievement for the pilots of 


Chimavir to crop-spray annually 10 - 


million dunams, in addition to 
Marom's 6 million dunams. 

The total cultivated area of cotton 
and citrus is less than 1 million 
dunams, so unless each dunam was 
aprayed and dusted 10 times — 
which 15 not in accordance with com- 
mon practice — the author has add- 
ed an additional zero to each of his 
figures,

Wim Van Leer comments: ; 

There is in fact nothing wrong with 


my figures, It is Mr. Yaalon who. 
wrongly assumes that spray areas 
(and’ that is what we are tal 
about) cannot exceed tota 
cultivated areas, 

. Take cotton: this. crop-requires 
between 10 and 12° insecticidal 
applications per season plus two 
defoliation applications. There being 
some 600,000 dunams planted, this 
alone gives over 7 million dunamas of 
spray area. 


‘There are other crops demanding 
multiple applications, for instance 
potatoes (100,000 dunams — 12 to 14 
applications) and apples (eight 
applications), Then we have to add 
the 2 million dunams of cereals and1 
million of citrus. There is further-

AGRICULTURAL AVIATION

Depending on the wind, the airborne - 
pollution is visible for many 
kilometres ag a thick black streak 
across the sky. 

My concern is that potentially . 
dangerous carcinogenic agents are 


“entering our air, water and food 


supplies, as most agricultural lands 
are resting places for the settling 
pollutants, especially those within 
foe plant's Immediate vicinity. 
Have any pollution control ‘studies 
been conducted on the plant in order 
‘to determine the nature of the 
pollutants and their effect on our 
eco-structure? What standards, if 
any, are set for such a plant as far as 
environmental parameters?
